GASMAN- 


THE earliest water heater known 
dates back some two thousand 
years. This was a Roman device 
—a crude bronze kettle with a 
handle by which it could be hung 
over an open fire. 


Following this came a metal 


container into which hot coals 
were placed, much as they are 
placed in the chestnut vendor's 
stove. 
France, in the Middle

clay, like a huge golf tee. into 
which hot charcoal was fed. and 
on top of which sat a kettle of 
water.
